Tabernacle Church, pre&shed from the text, II
Samuel, xviii, 20, 4Is tbe young man Absalom
safer The story vt Absalom, the son of David,
be said, is a familiar page of Old Testimsnt his-

tory. For nearly 4,030 rears it has been one of
the Bible's datger signals to the world. His
throughout a tragedy drawn in strong lines.
It 's a story of crime written in blood. If a
modern novel writer were to weave the details
of this Bible story into a book, it might very
properly be entitled, "Absalom a Fathers
Failure. The tragedy cf Absalom finds some of
its roots in David s early manhood, but tbe evil
remits in the family life that followed were cot
effaced by the deepest penitence and the most
poetic expressions of eootrition.

The story, the preacher continued, is an index
to history. Tbe young man has always been a
faetor of great power in the world's advance or
retrogression. According to the present consti-
tution of things he largely makes aod unmakes
the happiness and peace of tbe world. If, as
Goethe says, "tbe destiny of any cation at any
given time depends on the opinions of the
young men who are under twenty-fiv- e years of
age," it certainly becomes a question of the
greatest moment for all true patriots and Chris-
tians to ask, "Is the young man safe!" It is a
question that comes often with a tremor of
anxiety to father and mother as they watch tho
growth and development of the boys of tbe
family. It is only a fool who says, "the light-
ning will never strike me," and next to that
fool stand the man and woman who lull then-selv- es

into false security aod inactive com-
placency with tbe conceit that "Our child never
can go wroog."

All through tbe generations history repeats
Itself with terrible warniog. From households
of saintly purity there ean go out monsters of
iniquity. From homes of earnest piety there
can come children of fiendish dispositions.
Facts, men and women, put to flight all theories,
all eoneeits, on this question. Say not. then,
"My child cannot go wrong, "4 but put it this way,
"My child snail not go wrpng." Is the young
man safe? In tbe light of startling facts and
figures, it is of the highest importance that the
church should ask the question.

"A few weeks ago," said the preaeher, "tbe
following count was taken in a considerable city
in Indiana. On Saturday evening, between C

"If
we would gain the victory we must put aside
our differences as Methodiste, Preabvterians,
etc, and unite for the contest with Satan,"

Mr. MeNntt also called attention to the im-

portance of organization and to spread its liter-
ature. "I say to the church," be said, "do not
be afraid of printer's ink. It is the strongest
agency, per dollar spent, you have at yoor com-
mand." In conclusion, if an individual or
chnreh, he raid, wonld make a success of any-
thing they must be in earnest about it. It is

The Preachers Find Elections and Poli-

tics Fruitful Topics of Discourse.

Political Sins a Hindrance to a Full Christian
Life Ambitian an inspiration from Gcd

A Sermon on Saving Yonnr Men,

There was a large congregation at the Second
Presbyterian Church yesterday morning. Dr.
McLeod's termon was suggested by the recent
election. His subject was "The Unjust Stew-ard,- n

as found in Luke xvi, 1 to 12 verses, and
particularly the 10th verse: "Be that is faithful
in that which is least, is faithful, also, in much;
and be that is nnjast in the least, is unjust, also,
in much. The parable of the unjust steward
has rea the "critics" a great deal of trouble,
be said. Some say that by it the Lord gava his
approval to a man who was a swindler. Instead
of condemning him he holds him op as an ex-

ample of wisdom one ought to follow. Oar
Lord's commeodatioa is cot a commendation of
dishonesty, bat only a commendation of worldly
prudence, for lie tays the children of this
world are, in their generation, wiser than the
children of light, and He would have his disci-
ples be as shrewd in spiritual thiogs as the unjust
steward was in worldly things. The exhorta-
tion "Make to yourselves frieads of the mam-
mon of rifihtsousness," needs an explanation.
The steward took time by the forelock and mado
friends for himself by his worldly wisdom; so
Christians should bis the earthly resources
which God has placed at their disposal in such

7 as to advance ths causa of Cnnitltnity.
In this day, said the Doctor, too little atten-

tion Is paid to the minor morals. All are will-
ing to admit their importance, yet in practice
tbey ignore them. Strict fidelity in sac all nat-
ters was to the unjust steward of little im-

portance if be could secure bis ends. Ha
adopted a rule which is the destruction of all
morality. The Bible says that in order to attain
a right end oae should uio the right means.
With many io these days the standard of morals
is as lew as that of the unjust steward, and
their lore of success is greater than their love
of honesty. In the world of commerce, politics
and religiou there is at times too little regard
paid to little thing?, and tricks of trade aro too
freouent. Commercial diahonestr on a large
scale baa often begun in commercial dishonesty
on a small scale. In the world of politics the
principle adopted by the unjust steward prevails
more tr less widely. What politicians aim at is
success, and all of them are not always earsful
as to the means employed; and they allow no
little things to stand in the way of success. They
seem to think that bribery is only a little thing
if by its nse they ean succeed, and that the slan-
dering of a neighbor is of small consequence if
only by means of it ther can secure tbeir ob-
ject By some slander is regarded as a legiti-
mate political weapon if by it the opposing can-
didate can be defeated.

The people of the United States have jnst
passed through an exeiting political campaign,
the Doctor continued, during which many have
devoted their time ta the great eanvass of the
Nation. They said they were anxious to save it,
and to hear them talk one wonld think thoy
were all aglow with patriotio fire. It is to be
hoped that they were all influenced by lofty
motives, but one can question the parity of a
man's motives that would try either to obtain or
retain power by dishonest means. The conduct
of some politicians as reported In the public
prints is a disgrace to Christian civilization. In
this land there are oGce-seeker- s and office-
holders that have been so long in the business
that they cannot earn an honest living
by digging and they are ashamed
to beg, and they are willing to da
anything to aecure for themselves a share of the
political loaves and fishes. Such rules, if gener-
ally adopted, would destroy thfc moral sen?e of
the Nation. Tbey strike at the root of all po-

litical morality. Evan a natioo cannot afford to
overlook fidelity io small things. The same
rule applies to the CO, COO. COO of people as to one
man. The rules of Christianity should govern
the life of nations, and a man ehoold obeerve
those rules aj strictly in polities as in the family
circle; yet many a man who is exemplary in all
the private relatione of life is in his political
opinions too often ashamed of the gospel of
Cbriat. This is by no means confined to any
one of the political parties. Loyalty to Christ is
the surest evidence of virtue and the surest road
to national greatness, lie that is unfaith-
ful and uujust in small things will
be unfaithful and unlast in greater things.
The youth of the land ebonld be taught the im-
portance cf faithfulness in small things. The
tame law applies to a drop of water and to the
earth. There is not one law for the rich, tbe
wise and the powerful, and another for the poor,
the ignorant and the weak. Tbe good citizen is
distinguished by bonesty. integrity and a fixed
purpose to do right when strongly tempted to do
wrong. Religion without virtue is a snare. Pol-
itics without virtue is a delusion. Liberty with-
out virtue is a cheat, and intelligence without
virtue is illuminated wlckednesa. The unjust
steward began by indulging in email aets of dis-
honesty and so do men who fall.

There is great danger in tampering with eon-scienc- e,

tbe Doctor fnrther said. No drunkard
ever began to drink with the idea and purpose
of becoming a drunkard. It is not safe to in-

dulge in trifling ems. One aogry word may
lead to blows.. and blows to murder, and murder
to the scaffold. Some politicians, to achieve
party success, are willing to do many an act
which would not bear the light of day. and rail
their acts eimply trifles. One need not go be-
yond this city to see tbe effect of such acts.
During the past wesk some persons, when tbey
came to vote, as well as those
who were appointed to guard the
ballot-box- , were watched a if they
were a set of. thieves. Thia state of affairs did
not eome about all at once; it came about gradu-
ally, little by little. Roeka big enough to wreck
the proudest ship that sails are built by little
insects. So the small political forces will, if
not checked, build rocks nuon which tbe ship
of state will be dashed to pieces. Religion and
Christ say that one ought to be faithful in little
things, and that upon little things oftentimes
hang stnpondnos consequences. The day is
coming when the Master will make those who
are faithfel io little things ruler over great
things, and, whatever a persons station in life,
if he be faithful, be shall surely be rewarded.

The Divine Presence.
At the First Fresbyterian Church, yesterday

morning, the pastor, Rev. Dr. Haines, preached
to a large congregation, General and Mrs. Har-
rison being rf the number. The text was from
John xiv, at d 2 th verse: "At that day je shall
know that I am in my Father, and ye in me,
and I in you." The Doctor recitsd the experi-
ence of Jacob in fleeing from the wrath of a
brother whom be had defrauded. When far out
in the wilderness he thought that be had
escaped from all human observation, but he
was, by means of a dream, brought to a sense of
the fact that Ged is everywhere. That dream
was a supernatural vision, and that angel-trodde- n

stairway was aa emblem of the real
and close eommunion between earth and heaven,
and that vision broupbt home to thd soul of the
wandering patriarch the great truth that the God
of the universe is not far from everyone. Jacob's
experience, eighteen eenturles before Christ, is,
in substance, paralleled by many a devoted soul
even in this day.

Again and again, the Doctor continued, do the
Strictures call to one's mini the nearness of
Divine presence. Many facts make clear the
nearness of God to earth and humanity. The
first is the divine rul in nature. No limits of
time or space separate God from the world.
Paren religion localized the Divine tteing as
dwelling in a particular place, and that place far
removed from earth, and those Pagan religions
whi-.- h taught, the existence of a number of
deities, gave to each one of them a place of
abode Jupiter, in the heavens; Neptune, in
the sea, and Pluto, under the earth. But the
Bible teaches that while God may make mani-
festations in certain localities, yet He dwells
cot in temples made with bands, and that He is
tbe universal pretence. The underlying idea in
manr minds ia that of an absent Deity throned
at some vast distance, who works, if at a'),
through second cansee in this world. Paul
told the philosophers at Athens
that (ind ie not far from men.
Enoch walked with God. Moses talked to Him,
face to face. To Job. He spoke out of the whirl-
wind. To the children of Israel His presence
was symbolized br the pillar of clond aod fire,
and in tbe tabernacle by the light upon the altar.
Even Gccthe, as far as he waa from the truth, H
some things, would not thick of tbe Deity a
distant from nature but as in and through it alL
Wordsworth, especially, gave beautiful expres-
sion to the sense of Gods individual presence.
He did cot tell men that God was away off on
some far distant throne and that human beings
were only in second-ban- d relations ta Him
through oticta in nature and forces and laws
